111. Suggested attitude 
A. Discussion: 

We are confronted with the problem of how far to allow the 
Host G^iwons to go before denying our»elvei» actcoo to the Scarlet Sector. 
This hinges on the value we place on excrciuing our right, the opportunity 
to convince th« Soviota of our f Irenes* with regard to Berlin, the novate 
of the population and on our determination to uaintein thin accuse, once 
* "the squeeze 1b on". 

It la, of courne, ponsiblo that the Soviets value their ccccb* 
rights to West Berlin, uncontrolled by Went Geraan police, sufficiently 
to instruct the GDR to leave West Allied ecceos to East Berlin unobotructed. 

If, bovever, haraeEaenta begin, at what point should we deny 
ourselves access to the foraer Soviet Sector, now the "Capital of the GDR"? 
It seeas that showing an Identity paper for a civilian is as far as we 
should go. There ia a certain logic in demanding to obtain proof of bona-

We 
wt t;»it villi to put th«.in into th« category of items wo might glvs in on» and 
henceforth drive with Allied drivers instead of loeals. Military poifioimel 
should no£ bo allowed to show identity paper*.
